Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to Hitchen, 
EP 463,780, are written in view of the claims as they appear in the proposed amendment, and thus, are rendered moot, since the 
proposed amendment has not been entered for the reasons given above. 

Applicant argues that the organogel particles disclosed in Shana'a et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,737,394, are different from the solid 
particulate optical modifiers claimed in the instant invention. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Specifically, Shana'a et al 
clearly discloses solid particles in their composition (see col. 4, lines 13-21 of Shana'a et al), which meet the limitations of a "solid 
particulate optical modifier" presently claimed in the instant invention. Furthermore, the examiner respectfully asserts that the organogel 
particles disclosed in Examples 1-5 of Shana'a et al contain various polymers, which applicant identifies as suitable particulate optical 
modifiers in the presently claimed invention (i.e. see claim 21 of the instant invention).
